Among the questions which will be 
brought up for discussion and action 
at next Monday’s meeting is that con- 
cerning the adoption of an Act passed 
at the last session of the Legisalture, 
relative to the retirement of certain 
veterans in the service of cities and 
towns. 

The Act (Chap. 447) reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 1, A veteran of the civil 
war in the service of any city or 
town, if incapacitated for active duty, 
may be retired from active service by 
the city council of the city, or by the 
selectmen of the town, at one half 
the rate of the average compensation 
paid to him during the two years im- 


mediately preceding his retirement: | 
provided, that no veteran shall be re- | 
tired under the provisions of this act | 
unless he has been in the service of | 


the city or town for a period of not 
less than ten years preceding the time 
of his retirement. 

“Section 2. A veteran of the civil 
war who is employed jointly by two 
cities or by a city and town, or by 


two towns, if incapacitated for active | 


duty, may be retired from active ser- 
vice by a joint action of the city coun- 
cil of each city, or by the joint action 
of the city council of the city and of 
the selectmen of the town, or by the 
selectmen of the two towns, as the 
case may be, at one half the rate of 
the average compensation paid to 
him during the two years immediately 
preceding his retirement, one half of 
the said retiring compensation to be 
paid by each of the municipalities em- 
ploying him: provided, that, except as 
hereinafter provided, no veteran shall 
be retired under the provisions of this 
section unless he has been in the ser- 
vice of the two municipalities, as 
aforesaid, for a period of not less than 
ten years preceding the time of his re- 
tirement. But a perior of employment 
by either one of said municipalities 
immediately preceding his employ- 
ment by both jointly shall be reckoned 
as a part of the said ten years. 
“Section 3. This act shall take ef- 
fect in any city or town upon its ac- 
ceptance by the city council of the 
city, or by a majority of the voters 
of the town voting thereon at an an- 
nual town meeting, or at any special 
town meeting called for the purpose.”

Motor-Truck Service at Boston Ter- 
minals 


A motor-truck service at the great 
Boston freight terminal of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company is the latest innovation 
in the handling of freight in the yard. 

A large amount of less-than-car- 
load freight comes daily into the ter- 
minal from outside points, destined 
for many other points that are 
reached most conveniently from Bos- 
ton. This freight has to be trans- 
ferred across the yard from the in- 
ward to the outward houses. 

For more than three months past 
the company has been trying out a 
motor truck in effecting these trans- 
fers. The service has been so suc- 
cessful that the vehicle hired for the 
experimental work is at once to be 
replaced with two more powerful 
trucks just purchased by the company. 

The new trucks have each a capac- 
ity of seven and one-half tons and 
are operated by gasoline. They will 
be continually run through the day, 
covering round trips of about a mile 
between the inward and outward 
houses.

REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


MEMORIAL HALL LIBRARY 


To the Trustees of the Memorial Hall Library. 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the report of the library 
for the twelve months ending December 31, 1912. 


The circulation for the year has been 32, 415 volumes, prac- 
tically the same as for the last three years. This figure appears 
to be about normal for the town and probably will not vary much 
Considering the size of Andover, it is a fair proportion of books 
per capita, but there are still many people in the community who 
do not realize how much of pleasure or profit the library can give 
them. If every person in town who is interested in any especial 
subject, would come to see what the public library can offer him 
on his particular hobby, he might be surprised at our varied 
resources. If we have not tne book wanted, we always try to 
secure it, either by borrowing from another library, or by pur- 
chase, if it is wanted for serious study. The list of books 
requested during the year is an interesting one, covering a great 
variety of subjects, and containing very little fiction. 

Our record for the past twelve months has been the usual one 
of routine. The reference work, especially during the school 
year, has been heavy. The | cal clubs depend largely upon the 
library for books to use in their yearly programmes of study, and 
we are constantly called upon to provide material for debates, 
entertainments and school exercises of all kinds. Our fund for 
the purchase of educational books enables us to keep this side 
of our library in excellent shape. Many of these books are 
appreciated by parents as well as teachers, for much of the 
new educational psychology and child training is as valuable in 
the uwome as in the school-room. 

During 1912, for the first time, we have circulated magazines. 
Extra copies of the Century, Harper, Scribner and McClure were 
purchased for this purpose and were issued like books for a 
period of one week, This innovation was very greatly appre- 
ciated by the town, and the magazines are in constant demand. 
It is a curious and rather interesting fact that McClure, the 
only one of the cheaper magazines on the list, hds been the least 
popular. For the coming year, in accordance with many requests, 
the Atlantic is to be added to the number. 

We have purchased this year two important reference works ; 
the new editions of the Encyclopedia Britannica and the Century 
Dictionary. We were fortunate in being able to have the English 
edition of the Britannica, the paper and plates of which are 
much superior to the American issue. For public library use, 
this edition is by far the more satisfactory. 

Among gifts of books and papers, acknowledged elsewhere, 
is one of peculiar interest. Professor James H. Ropes has 
presented the original manuscript of the address delivered by 
Phillips Brooks at the dedication of the Memorial Hall. This 
seems a most appropriate place for it, and it is a gift valuable, 
not alone for its subject, but for the interest and affection that 
centre around the name of Massachusetts’ great bishop. At 
present the manuscript has been placed in the library safe, but 
some time we may have a proper place to display it. Professor 
Ropes has also contributed a number of interesting autograph 
letters relating to the arrangements for the dedication of the 
Hall. They include notes from Bishop Brooks, Elizabeth Stuart 
Phelps and John Greenleaf Whittier. Professor Ropes sent as 
well, some of the earliest issues of the Punchard Ensign. 

We have to express our thanks to many friends for the flowers 
that never fail us, a steady supply from early puscy willows 
to the pansies that blossomed out of doors so late as November 
2sth. Between April and November, nearly 300 gifts of 
flowers have been brought to the library and have been a source 
of pleasure to all who come, More than a few visitors look in, 
not to read, but merely to see what pleasure the reading-room 
has to offer in the shape of blossoms from the Andover gardens. 

The question of opening a branch at Ballardvale was touched 
upon in the report for 1911, and should figure as an important 
matter in our plans for the coming year. It is unfortunate that 
the especial appropriation necessary for the purpose was lost 
in the town meeting, for it seems to have been entirely through 
a technical misunderstanding. But in the absence of an appro- 
priation, the Ballardvale branch had to be deferred. There 
seems no reason, however, why it should not be carried through 
this year. A careful plan has, been made for beginning this 
branch in a simple way, and if your board will incorporate in 
its request for the town appropriation, an additional $500 to be 
expended exclusively on Ballardvale, this branch can be started. 
Necessarily, it will be small, and to begin with, open but a few 
hours each week. I should recommend that all borrowers 
in Ballardvale be allowed to keep their cards at the main library 
as well, since at its start, the branch must be too limited in 
resources to supply satisfactorily all the probable demands upon 
it. In recommending the $500 for equipping this branch, it is 
assumed that Ballardvale will provide a suitable room, perhaps 
in the building known as the “old schoolhouse” and have this 
room lighted and heated. It should be thoroughly understood that 
this branch must be a small affair and that it will be kept so until 
its existence at all is completely justified by its use. 

In regard to our present quarters at the Memorial Hall, there 
is simply the old story to be repeated. We have scant space for 
either books or readers. With our present equipment we cannot 
do more than we are doing. There is no doubt that the intel- 
lectual status of the town is such that a very high type of library 
work might be realized here. Yet the work is practically at a 
standstill because all that can be developed in our present en- 
vironment has been accomplished, The work that might be 
carried on with the children is out of the question when the 
only place for them to come is our small reading-room. Since 
the older people, too, have rights, the entire library cannot be 
turned into a juvenile room. It seems rather hard that year 
after year, we should have to report this familiar story, call 
attention to our crowded shelves, have unoccupied land ready 
and waiting for the addition we so much need, and still see the 
town remain oblivious to the fact that the library of 1912 has 
completely outgrown a building that was ample for the library 
of 1872. It appears incredible that Andover does not want its 
library to grow any more. In this age of society-forming there 
should be a society for the prevention of cruelty to libraries. 


There are many towns which do not realize that the public 
library is an essential part of their educational systems. A town 
that prides itself on its modern school methods and buildings, 
will be guilty of indifference, neglect or even cruelty as concerns 
its library, not understanding that it is of equal importance as 
an educational institution. 

Our library needs more room. There is ample space and land 
for an addition to the north. Or, if it seems advisable to pro- 
vide an entire new building, which in the end would probably be 
the more economical policy, the Memorial Hall in its present 
shape, would afford ample room for the Grand Army, or for 
the Andover Historical Society, and such usage would not be at 


variance with the purpose and spirit of its erection. 

I wish again to express my thanks to the Trustees for the four 
months’ leave of absence granted me during the year, and to 
Miss Twichell for her most efficient management during the 


time that I was away.

DISCUSSION OF 


A Big Gathering of Townspeople 
Hold Interesting Meeting 


A large number of the voters of the 
town gathered in the town hall last 
Monday evening at the invitation of 
the committee on road improvement, 
and listened to a discussion of the 
present situation, the need for greater 
improvement in this branch of the 
public service and the contemplated 
consolidation of the Board of Public 
Works, the Highway Department and 
the Park Commission, 

Short addresses were made by 
twelve gentlemen who had been in- 
vited to speak, and all of whom em- 
phasized the need for action of some 
kind in regard to the bettering of the 
roads throughout the town. Alfred 
Ripley presided, and before introduc- 
ing the other speakers, outlined the 
changed conditions which have had 
such telling effect upon the roads. 
He also stated his disapproval of the 
plan which has been proposed by 
some of expending a large sum of 


money and putting all the roads into | 


shape as fast as possible. 


Barnett Rogers was the first speak- 
er. He endorsed the plan for con- 
solidation, and declared the need of 
a trained man to take up the’ work of 
road-building and repairing. Prof. 
ljorbes followed, stating that one 
great objection to the system as it has 
been conducted heretofore is that it 


| has brought about sectional develop- 


ment, a result that is undesirable. He 
also emphasized the need for a trained 
expert. 

The next speaker was Rev. Wm. E. 
Lombard, who brought to mind the 
fact that roads are for the benefit of 
the entire community, automobile 
owners, pedestrians, householders and 


, everyone, and that therefore the best 


roads are the cheapest. He likewise 
endorsed the consolidation scheme. 

He was followed by W. C. Crowley, 
who said that although he had for- 
merly been opposed to the plan, he is 
in favor of it. He spoke of the 
present state and national agitation 
for better roads and gave it as his 
opinion that the town should likewise 
take up the work. 

A letter was then read by the chair- 


man from William Shaw, who is 
greatly interested in the plans for 
road betterment, but was unable to 


be present and sent instead a written 
expression of his views. 

The letter was as follows: 

“T have read with very great inter- 
est of the plans on foot to secure the 
consolidation in a Board of Public 


Works of the street department, park | 


department, and and water 
board. 

“T regret exceedingly that a trip to 
the Pacific Coast will make it impos- 
sible 
that it is proposed to hold, and to 
have a part in the discussion of this 
question at the Town Meeting. 

“T should like, however, to put my- 
self on record and be quoted as in 
favor of the proposition. From the 
standpoint of economy and efficiency 
I can see absolutely no objection to 
this plan but everything in its favor. 
With one responsible head for these 
three important and correlated de- 
partments, and an expert advisor, re-

be far more satisfactory and certainly 
not more expensive than our present 


| method. 


“T am also in favor of a thorough 
consideration of the whole street- 
building proposition. We have been 
doing our work in patches, and cer- 
tainly have not been securing the best 
results.

from a diiterent viewpoint, that the 
following is written: 

_ If this bill becomes a law it is very 
improbable that any great burden «will 
be brought upon the town of Ando- 
ver or any other town or city which 
may send students to the evening 
classes of the Lowell Textile School, 
or either of the other two schools of 
the state. 

The bill applies only to evening stu- 
dents and simply places the respon- 
sibility of paying one-half of a stu- 
dent's tuition upon the town or city 
in which he lives, the state paying the 
other half. The student must pay his 
own transportation and other ex- 
penses. 

The record showing the attendance 
of Andover boys in the evening 
classes at this school for the past five 
or six years is as follows: 


For the year 1908 6 
1go9 9 
1910 14 
1QII 8 
1912 13 


It has been calculated that the pro- 
portional cost chargeable to our even- 
ing school is between $20 and $25 per 
student per year. At this rate Ando- 
ver would pay between $140 and $175 
on the basis of the attendance in I9gI0, 
and between $130 and $162 for the 
year 1912. It is hardly to be con- 
sidered a burden#to the town of An- 
dover, The probability of this amount 
increasing to any great extent seems 
to be rather limited when it is realized 
that a student in order to attend the 
evening classes must exert himself 
beyond the average standard set for 
a laboring man. He must pay his own 
transportation which amounts to not 
less than $11 a year. He must leave 
a day's work in a shop or mill and 
travel to Lowell, a distance of four- 
teen miles. At the close of the 
school at 9 o’clock he cannot return to 
Andover until 10.15, arriving there at 


10.45 p.m. At least two nights a 
week are required for each course; 
some students pursue two courses. 


The probability of young men who 
would be willing to spend this time, 
energy, and money would be con- 
fined to the more ambitious, which 
usually means a limited number, and 
for all who are willing to meet these 
conditions it would seem as if the 
payment of tuition, which is really 
only part of the entire expense, could 
be borne by the town, or city, not as 
a burden but as its share in benefit- 
ing the industries of the town as well 
as improving its citizenship. 

In a sense it does not concern tex- 
tile schools whether this bill passes or 
not. It is rather a question as to 
whether a town or city in which a 
student resides, the state, or the stu- 
dent himself, shall pay the tuition 
rate.

More About Ireland 


Since I wrote about Home Rule I 
have read an account of the prosperity 
of the country during the year 1912. 
Our American consul at Belfast says 
that the exports and imports have been 
larger than any year previous to 
1912 and that it is difficult for the big 
farmers to get suitable hired men to 
work on their farms, and that wages 
for all kinds of work are higher than 
ever they were and that everyone able 
and willing to work is employed. 

In a Scottish paper I note the sale 

of tooo Irish two-year-old cattle at 
Aberdeen and Dundee, and_ these 
Irish cattle sold at a higher price than 
usual, It may be necessary to explain 
to outsiders that these two-year-old 
Irish-raised cattle are regularly im- 
ported into Scotland. The Scottish 
farmers feed them for a year or a 
year and a half and sell them to the 
trade when they are what they call 
prime fat. Just now an ox weighing 
say 1200 pounds (live weight) will 
sell for £20 ($100) in Aberdeen, Dun- 
dee, Glasgow or London. 
_ To see the wholesale butter market 
in Cork is a revelation to people who 
only see butter retailed in small quan- 
tities. The farmers put the butter in | 
little wooden kegs called firkins, say 
100 pounds of butter in a keg, and 
before it is shipped to London every 
keg is branded with a red-hot iron— | 
firsts, seconds or thirds, as first qual- 
ity sells at ten per cent more than. 
seconds, and seconds at ten per cent 
more than thirds. The branding or | 
marking of this butter is done by what 
they call butter tasters. Three men 
dressed in white linen coats and one 
man, a cooper or brander, with a 
charcoal stove and branding-irons, do 
this work in a scientific manner. The | 
three tasters have a long auger like 
a carpenter's tool for boring holes. 
The cooper lifts off the cover of the 
firkin, then takes this boring tool and 
bores a hole down to the bottom | 
through the butter. When he draws 
out this tool there is a little bit of | 
butter held in it which the tasters | 
smell and taste. Then each of these | 
three men note in a little memoran- | 
dum book their judgment. All three 
often agree on the quality, but if two 
of them say No. 1, then of course the 
majority vote is the brand of that | 
firkin of butter. 

Dublin, Belfast and Cork are the 
three principal cities of Ireland and | 
all have fine harbors for big ships. | 
Dublin bay is celebrated as a beauti- 
ful sheet of water, and Sackville 
street will compare with any street I 
ever saw. The men and especially 
the women are splendidly and taste- | 
fully dressed, Phoenix Park, where | 
the Lord Lieutenant lives, is one of | 
the finest parks I ever saw and I al- 
ways mind of being put in jail | 
when I read about Phoenix Park, or 
hear the word mentioned. A gentle- 
man from Glasgow often came to Ire- 
land to buy saddle-horses, and living 
at the same hotel we came to be on 
speaking terms; I was buying flax 
and he was buying horses. This horse 
dealer asked me to come with him 
as he wished to try two horses and 
see what they were like. We went 
to the stable and I got for my mount 
a big, quiet-looking old mare, yet I 
saw that she had a game head. My 
friend had a short, hardy-looking mus- 
tang as his mount, and together we 
went to the Phoenix Park, all in good 
order. When we got there, on salut- 
ing the mounted policeman at the gate 
we were allowed to enter and after 
a little trot for a mile, we had a 
canter for another mile, when my 
friend said, “We are now out of sight 
of the policemen, let us try a gallop.” 
Whenever I touched my old mare she 
bolted and took the bit in her teeth, 
and I had no more power over her, 
and felt just as light as a feather 
blown with the wind. The little mus- 


tang kind of animal my friend rode 
was soon a hundred yards behind. I 
don't know what might have hap- 
pened if two mounted policemen had 
not stopped this old racing mare. 
They took me and the mare prisoners, 
as the rule for horsemen in Phoenix 
Park is not to exceed eight miles an 
hour. One of the policemen said that 
| was going about eighty. After a 
little talk with my friend, who had 
by this time joined us, he told them 
that I was innocent, as the mare I 
was riding always bolted and ran 
away and that he had only bought 
her yesterday for twenty dollars be- 


cause no one could manage her. I | 


saw that five dollars to each of the 
policemen migh. settle the business, 
so I handed a five-dollar gold piece 
to one of my captors and the horse- 
dealer did the same thing to the other, 
and that finished my run-away job 
in Phoenix Park. 

Belfast is the great center of the 
linen trade, and Belfast linens are 
knowh throughout the world. Near 
the city they have extra good water 
for bleaching, and the fine white color 
of Irish linen takes the eye of the 
buyer. Flax from all parts of the 
world is imported into Belfast and 
along wwith the little bit of good flax 
still grown in Ireland gives the Bel- 
fast spinner a mixture of suitable 
fibre. The handling of flax by the 
Selfast people in all the stages of 
manufacture is superior to any I ever 
saw. 

Cork, the capital of the south of 
Ireland, as it is often called, does a 
big business in all kinds of farm prod- 
uce and exports to London immense 
quantities of eggs and butter, poultry 
and bacon, and being not far from 
Queenstown, where all the big ships 
call, is a lively, thriving city. 

Ireland has fine roads and it may 
be news to some folks when I state 
that she has more railways in pro- 
portion to her size than either Eng- 
land or Scotland. 

It would require a score of letters 
even to touch upon the scenery and 
beauties of the green hills, dales, 
rivers and lakes of Ireland. 

I cannot close this musing without 
referring to the Irish jaunting-car. I 
often wonder that we have not more 
Irish jaunting-cars in this country. For 
handiness, utility and pleasure give 
me an Irish jaunting-car, and espe- 
cially give me an Irishman as driver 
who can point out as he jogs along 
at eight miles an hour the places 
where the devil lurks in, and can tell 
about the men in the country who 
have “blood” if poor, and the men in 
the country who have no more blood 
in them than a turnip, but have plenty 
of money. é 

When I first visited Ireland sixty 
years ago one shilling a day (25 cents) 
was the amount a man got for a 
12-hour day’s work. By the  state- 
ment of our consul four shillings a 
day is now paid for ten hours’ labor 


at farm work.
